If there 
be any deliberate jamming by a sudden new YV station on 600, I can't make it out. [Hauser-

MEXICO XEDKR Guadalajara, Jal. SEP 29 0912-0941 — Fair with some good peaks under 
nulled KALL and KMBX. Steady stream of rock/pop tunes: Sail Away by Enya, All the 
Young Dudes by Mott the Hoople, Duran Duran, Seal and George Michael. Parallel 
stream. Newly revised IRCA Mexican Log with updated web links was a huge help. Listed 
at 150 watts nights (which I doubt they were actually running) at 1,211 miles. [Battaglino-CA] 
MEXICO XEJCC Cd. Juarez, Chih. OCT 2 1210 - Open carrier with slow SAH of 184/minute 
= 3.07 Hz. Comes to life with Mexican national anthem, choral until 1215, "Vd. escucha: El 
Fonografo 720 - mil vatios — Ciudad Juarez." Maybe also mentioned call but not positive. 
Then follow a string of mandatory PSA's mostly governmental, except for one promoting a 
web station-only, apparently, "Radio STIRTT, La Voz de los Juarenses." Fondografo slogan ID 
again and fading down. Searching finds Radio STIRTT at www.radiostirtt.org.mx. Ahh, the 
Mexicans love their cumbersome acronyms, initialisms! This means Sindicato de 
Trabajadores de la Industria de la Radio, la Television y Telecomunicaciones, i.e. a labor 
union. 711.27v and 728.73v kHz, two matching wobbly spurs making exactly same-pitched 
hets against other Mexicans on 710 and 730, are what first drew me to 720, since that would 
be the transmitter producing them exactly halfway between. This was first at 1208 UTC. 
Once modulating, late sign-on(?) from 1210 UTC, 720 itself sounds OK. The spurs remain 
but by 1222 they are both gone, while 720 is back up with song in Spanish, talk, and not fading 
out until 1226. LSR Enid today is 1228 UTC. There has been no other significant signal on 
720 which could have been source of spurs, but the disparity in 
disappearances detracts from 100% certainty. Maybe XEJCC 
transmitter was tweaked in the meantime, or lost them once warmed 
up? By the way, at 1226 the other Chihuahuans, 710 XEDP and 730 
XEHB are still in. [Hauser-OK] 

MEXICO XETAR Guachochi, Chih. OCT 5 1228 — Announcements 
is Spanish and local languages; call letter ID's with brief flute and 
fiddle music between announcements. Fair with fading. [Wilkins- 
CO] 

MEXICO XEJ Cd. Juarez, Chih. OCT 3 1228 - Pop vocals, MDT time checks; ID at 1233: "La 
Jota Mexicana XEJ Grupo Radio Mexico," and back to music. Fair at best. [Wilkins-CO] 
CUBA R.Rebelde, La Habana-El Sapo//Amancio//El Coco//Guantanamo-Antiguo SEP 24 
0720 — Fading in and out with KYIZ nulled, sounding just like Spanish voice heard at the 
same time under 530 R.Enciclopedia. Not heard in previous DX seasons. [Pearkins-AB]

Bryan Clark, 
NZRDXL, reported sign on/off SEP 8 0500 when carrier appeared abruptly confirming 
evening sign on, audio evident by 0520, and SEP 10 closed 0943 UTC. OCT 7 0603 — About 
to do TA search, but start on 846 where there is a carrier generally stronger than the others 
and thus well-presumed as Kiritimati back on the air from south of Hawaii. The only TP 
instead of TA at this time, a sesquihour after its sunset. [Hauser-OK] 
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972 SOUTH KOREA HLCA Dangjin OCT 5 1138 — Korean but pretty weak signal and much 
splash from 970 kHz. By 1206 signal improved some but readable level. New. [Niven-TX] 
Transpacific carrier search: OCT 2 1158 — On the east-west long wire so no DF'ing; 585, 747(2 with a 
fast beat), 774(2 with a slow beat), 1035(2), 1098 kHz. Enid LSR today not until 1228 UTC. [Hauser- 
OK]

KCSF-1300 required the use of my Drake 
R8B to handle the front end overload that occurs when daytime DX’ing with the RSP2Pro. It doesn’t 
help to have KMXA-1090 running 50 kW daytime 6 miles away and KOA-850 running 50kW fulltime 
10 miles away! I’ll need to do some extensive daytime band scans with the R8B and utilize my new 
tool, a WA1ION Quantum Phasor, to see how many more semi locals I can add to this year’s log over 
last years. The phasor was built by a ham who is anon NRC member who lives in Alabama. It has a 
built in LNA (Low Noise Amplifier) and some very solid phasing circuitry. I have tried phasing with 
my Flags antennas and hopefully will get a decent vertical up in addition to using it against my 
amateur multiband dipole. I have a Pixel Technologies (now defunct) RF PRO-1B MLA (Magnetic 
Loop Antenna) sitting in the garage. I got it dirt cheap over the summer from a local ham after the 
amplifier head was destroyed by a lightning strike.

Re: My big AM DX loop antenna 

There’s certain things I’m comfortable with doing and certain things I’m a bit timid about when it 
comes to electronics and antennas. I can’t soldier or add connectors on to things that aren’t already 
there but I can build when I’ve got complete pieces. 

I’ve had a few people over the years inspire me, give me ideas and push me in the right direction. 
Since I’ve had a few questions over the years about my 25 foot long by 10 foot tall magnetic loop 
antenna, I thought I’d share this video since we’re getting towards AM DX season again. This is a 
detailed, 10 plus minute narrated video on how my antenna is built, how it’s set up and how I use 
it. It’s done with the Paul walker aim of... building it with parts anyone anywhere can get and anyone, 
even as non handy and impatient as I am .... can build. If I can do this... anyone can.

For specifically MW operation you might have been able to get away with a 1:1 balun 
transformer and the common mode choke being outdoors and maybe everything else indoors. But 
maybe not.

I didn’t have room for stuff indoors in a way that would’ve made sense and not introduced more 
noise with longer cable runs... I try to do this in a way anyone can but also keep noise to a minimum.

Re: |My big AM DX loop antenna 

Besides my larger terminated (cardioid pattern) loops, I have a 5.5 x 8.2 ft. bidirectional broadband 
loop mounted on a wooden fence. I use this if I disconnect the big antennas when lightning is forecast. 

The center of the bottom wire is fitted with 1:2 (step-up) transformer =5 turns antenna side, 7 turns 
feed line side, #73 binocular core. The feed line is speaker wire, i.e. balanced, approximately 75 ft. to 
the window. Just inside the window I have a 2:1 step-down transformer = 7 turns feed line, 5 turns to 
a BNC jack to connect a short run (<= 10 ft.) of coaxial cable. 

The other end of the coaxial cable goes to a DX Engineering RPA-2 amplifier en route to the receiver 
or phasing unit. A W7IUV amplifier could be used in place of the RPA-2. You want at least 16 dB of 
gain. To a point more gain is better (as long as amp noise and IMD/spurs stay low). 

Sensitivity using the RPA-2 seems adequate for night time DX operation. The beauty of the set-up 
is that DX’ing can be done indoors away from bad weather, insect pests, etc. The components that are 
outdoors do not add up to much money if they become damaged. 
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If the set-up works with a loop 5.5 ft. tall by 8.2 ft. across, the one you have that is 10 x 25 ft. should 
do better. I'd go with a 1:1 transformer (e.g. 6 turns : 6 turns) from antenna to speaker wire feed line 
at that loop size; still 2:1 step-down at the house end. The use of the balanced line with transformers 
on each end helps to reduce noise pick-up. Not to say that injecting one or more common mode chokes 
along the feed line wouldn't help additionally. Lankford's articles have a design for a common mode 
choke used with a balanced feed line. If you deploy one or two of those, you still don't have expensive 
failure-prone parts out in the weather. Just a thought.

Re: Noise from an Unexpected Source 

Inspired by recent attempts to lower noise levels on AM, I decided Saturday to tackle problems 
with noise in both the shack, and on the other end of the house with my bedside portable. 

The bedside portable, a Sangean PR-D5 has been plagued for over a year with a wideband RF noise 
across the AM band and also a periodic “pop” sound about every thirty seconds. 

Began the testing by shutting off breakers to each room in the house, starting with the master 
bedroom. Nothing I did seemed to eliminate either noise. 

Finally, I flipped the main breaker to the entire house. The noise and “pop” were still present. Next 
I took a second portable radio and went outside the home, looking all around the master bedroom to 
see if the noise might be coming from nearby neighbors. But could not detect it outside the house. 

Returning to the bedroom, I reasoned that the source of the noise must be battery powered. Started 
eliminating backup batteries from alarm clocks, weather radio, etc. looking for the source. 

Finally opened the drawer on my nightstand and removed the batteries from two TV remote 
controls. The culprit turned out to be the remote control for my 4K Roku. I was amazed to find that 
the remote output wideband noise that could be picked up to distances of 25-30 feet. The “pop” 
transmission could be picked up even further. 

Lesson learned. Noise doesn’t always come from AC powered devices. Battery powered devices 
can also contaminate the ether. 

I removed the batteries from the remote, and will replace them only when I need the remote. 
Enjoyed some late night DX’ing last night with a much quieter noise floor.

75 Years Ago — From the October 20, 1945 issue of DX News: “A plan for the 
elimination of confliction in the arrangement of courtesy program[s] is being 
considered and the cooperation of all the Clubs is hoped for. To date the NNRC-VRC 
and NRC are creating a committee from each to get together and try to work out a 
plan that will be suitable to all. Up to date nothing has been heard as to whether the 
URDXC intends to cooperate or not. It is hoped they will.” David Thomas in 
Proctorville, Ohio reported receiving “a beautiful verification from ZJW (Jerusalem) 
for 2 receptions on 668 kcs.” 

50 Years Ago — From the October 10, 1970 issue of DX News: Jay Hurley of Newport Beach CA 
published an article, “Trans-Pacific Reception Exists,” explaining how TP stations can be heard in the 
eastern part of North America. He recommended checking for Alaskan stations first; if they are 
coming in well, try for Japan, China, Ryuku (the VOA station on 1178), the USSR, North Korea, and 
South Korea, in that order of difficulty. Gordon Nelson responded, pointing out that Boston to 
Pyongyang is 6750 miles, more than 1000 miles farther than Baghdad (the easternmost TA station 
heard there with regularity) and comparable to East Africa or Central Asia. Moreover, the auroral 
region is irregularly shaped and the Great Circle path from East Asia to the northeast U.S. almost 
always passes through it. WMCA-570 New York planned to switch to an all-talk format, becoming 
the first station in the United States to program telephone calls from listeners almost fulltime. WMCA 
will also take over New York Yankees broadcasts from WHN-1050 in 1971. 

25 Years Ago — From the October 16, 1995 issue of DX News: HCJB-690 Quito, Ecuador plans 
monthly DX tests for the next year. Mark Connelly reviewed a new remote-controlled antenna 
termination device developed by Steve Byan (he liked it) and the JPS ANC-4 antenna noise canceller 
(he didn’t like it, at least as a device for phasing pest stations rather than noise). 

10 Years Ago — From the October 18, 2010 issue of DX News: CHSC-1220 Saint Catharines ON left 
the air after losing its appeal of its license cancellation by the CRTC; the CRTC found the station had 
engaged in repeated noncompliance with its licensee obligations, including service to the Italian- 
speaking community in the Greater Toronto Area rather than Saint Catharines, its city of license. 
WGHT-1500 Pompton Lakes NJ unsuccessfully tried to get an FM translator to rebroadcast its 
daytime-only signal.

(By Ben Downs) The FCC is expected to give AM Revitalization another tool for the competitive 
toolkit. In his Chairman’s Blog on Monday, Chairman Pai revealed the next step in his work toward 
making the AM band the equal to its digital competitors. The October 27th Open Meeting includes a 
vote on a Report and Order in response to a proposal Bryan Broadcasting filed around Thanksgiving 
last year where we asked to FCC to approve authority for a full digital broadcast mode using the HD 
radio system. 

The struggle is real and is faced by AM operators every day. The devices we rely on for information 
and entertainment create a toxic environment for AM broadcasting. Every smart phone charger is a 
tiny AM noise generator. Because we try to broadcast in this noisy environment, we find our choices 
in formats becoming ever more narrow as listeners have come to expect audio without the noise. The 
niche formats that work on AM keep getting smaller. 

Building on the work done over the past two years by Dave Kolesar on Hubbard’s digital WWFD 
and David Layer’s NAB real world testing program, the FCC feels comfortable that they have another 
solution to offer AM stations that struggle in the marketplace. And unlike many of the rules, these 
changes are voluntary. 

The AM all-digital system allows any AM station to deliver what today’s audience expects. The 
sound is wide-band and stereo. Plus, the signal is listenable further in the fringes than the analog 
system it replaces. It comes complete with the ability to provide a dashboard experience with art, 
artist, title, as well as enhanced emergency messaging. 

While most of us know manufacturers are slow to respond to AM radio problems, the solution is 
already in place and waiting for us to use. There are over sixty million HD radios that will pick up 
this new AM all-digital signal. Over half the new cars sold in 2020 include compatible AM HD radios 
in the dash. And that number grows daily. 

Without a doubt the biggest and best thing to happen to small and medium market AM stations 
was the permitting of cross-band translators. It essentially allowed an AM operator to leave behind 
the limitations of the AM band for a much friendlier new home on FM. 

Over 2800 AM operators took advantage of the FCC’s offer to broadcast 24/7 on FM. 

For the lucky ones that could cover their communities with 250 watts, that was enough. A 
companion station on the FM band could make those AM stations relevant again. Now, operators 
could compete format-to-format with FM stations. 

But not everyone was so lucky. 

Major market FM spectrum is tight and there isn’t room for the translators. But the all-digital AM 
HD signal performs to a greater distance and remains clear and competitive in more awful RF 
conditions than we could ever expect from analog AM. 

The price to pay for this new technology is the old analog signal. The all-digital is just 
that: digital. And that’s why this new standard is a voluntary conversion. 

But in a situation like WWED, the station had lost its AM audience as listeners migrated to the FM 
translator. So it made sense to move to a music format with a station that was paired with a translator 
and an AM with a larger coverage area. 

The change worked. Dave Kolesar reports that for the first time in years, the format on WWED has 
shown up in the ratings. 

Something Dave said at one of his many presentations has stuck with me as I considered my own 
AM stations. He asked, “Would you rather take a chance competing with 30% receiver penetration, 
or the 10% of listeners who still favor AM?”. And as we all know, the 10% market share is slowly 
eroding but the number of receivers isn’t. 

I see this as a competitive tool that we didn’t have, that in certain market conditions, can put us on 
a level playing field with other audio sources. People expect certain things when they listen to 
audio: artist, title, art, information, and crystal 
clear audio. This all-digital AM HD will be the 
tool that can deliver it to the dashboard... via AM.
